ANTI-SECTARIANS SHOULD NOT
BLOCK NEW CONSTITUTION

Plenty of Opportunity to Prevent
Breaking Down Line Between Church
and State Without Obstructing
Needed Revisions

HE objoctions of the Anti-Sectarinn

Appropriastion Assoclatlon to the diver-
sion of public money for the sUpport of soc-
tarian fostitutions rest on the fundamental
American doctrine of the necessity for g
separation of Church and State,

This doctrine is formulated in the first
article of the so-called 131 of Rights in
the Federal Constitution. which provides
that "'Congress shall make no law respect
ing an establishment of religlon or prohibit-
ing the free exercise thereof.” 1t {s re-
peated in the Constitution of this State in
the Declaration of Rights, where it is de-
elared that “'no man can of right be com-
pelled to attend, erect or support any place
of worship,”" and that “‘no preference shall
ever he given by law to any religlous estab-
lishments or modes of worship.'® Then in
the article defining and limiting the powers
of the Legislature it is further provided
that *‘no appropriation shall be made * * =
to any denominationnl or sectariun Insti-
tution,””

Yot {n spite of these provisions there grow
up the custom in this Statd of aporoprinting
money for the carve of dependents in sectarian
institutions who would otherwise liave hnrid
to be cared for in institutions under publie
control. It was justified on the theory thai
the moner was appropriated, not to sec-
terian institutions, but to charitable insti.
tutions.  The Sapreme Court has recently
declded that this theory 18 unteuable and
that no institution under sectarinn control
mny recelve publle money under any pretext
whatsoever., And good lawyers pgree that
the Supreme Court could have reached no
other conclusion.

Yet there 4% a plan afoot to oppose a con-
vention to revise the Constitution for fear
that the anti-sectarian provisions may be
modified or removed.

The Constitution needs recislon in n hun
dreil ways in order to bring {t up to the
times, It is nearly fifty vears since it hos
been revised. It is full of anomalies and
contradictions.  The antl-sectariun appro-
priation group s in danger of placing itself
in the position of preferring to hnve theso
anomalies and contradictions continue rather
than to run the risk of having the electidd
ropresentatives of the people suggest or even
consider any change whatever in the section
forbidding the anproprintion of money to
sectariun justitutions,

The feurs of any radical changes In that
soction are groundless, The objections to
any nnion of Church ond State are as
strong vow as when the Constitutiopn wax
first deafted. If the objectors believe they
can prevent the calling of a Canstitutiona!
Convention they must realize that they nre
strong enough to prevent ooy cliange ob-
jectionable to them in the matter
tarlan approprintlons, without blocking the
peeded general revision of the doonment,

But whutever the convention may do, the
new draft of the Constitution canoot be-
come effective until it {s approved by the
voters. The suppurters of the antl-sectarinn
provision will thus have three opportunities
to prevent a breaking down of the consti-
tutional prohibitlons. The first wiil bhe
when the delegntes are clected. The second
will be when the delogates vote fn the con
ventlon, und the last will be when the
revised Constitution is submitted to popular
approval. This ought to be enough to sat-
1sfy ithe most exocting, especinlly ax all that
the objectors seek is a eontinuance of the
existing restrictlans

The danger of any
Constitution in thig respect is w0 slight
that it gught not to be allowed to =tand in
the way of a revision of the other parts of
the Constitution.

There are other Interests, however, op-
posed to any rpevislon They do not wish
the statur quo 1o be changed In aoy way,
for they have ndjusted their nffuirs ta existe-
ing conditions.  These are the hold-backs
and reactionpries .'l'l'.l‘_\' will welrome re-
enforcement by the anti-sectarians and use
them in preventing, if possible, the mod-
erplzation of the fundamental law, It Is
possible that u combination of rthe worst
kind of politiclany and the unecrupilous
kind of business mon with the high-minded
citlxens who fear the setting up of a part-

ANOTHER FORD STORY

I_II-:,\'K\' FORD has just been telilng the
country how, when buying bad slowed
down and depresslon was over the land and
the report of his finaneinl ruln was ac-
cepted in Wall Street and emissaries of
bank syndicntes were hurrying to Detroit
to dictate terms, he, unaided, was putting
his orgonization safely on the high rond to
Increased prosperity and increassd produe-
tlon. The narrative Is, in its way, an
epic of bnsiness,

Henry fe an odd sort of man. He is not
to nnderstand. He entertnine inex.
plieable aud sometimes dangerous delusions,
It Is Leld against him, pot without some
justice, that his method of production means
death to the creatlve Instinct of all hils
workmen, Yet he did captain o great in-
dustrinl organlzation and innumerable little
induatrinl organizations and all thelr de-
pendent men, women and children safely
through a condition of affairs that brought
hardship or wreek to others. He continned
to produce, to make money, M stand off the
sharke, to pay wages, And he did a vnst
lot to dispel the hysterla of cost-boosting
and to bring about the reversal of commer-
cinl thought and practice that was impern-
tively mnecessary to the well-being nnd the
eoonomie safety of the country. For that
reason and for the inner meanings of his
efforts aud his achievement he in well worthy
of study.

Mr. Ford did what might have been done
by every other buslness man who eould sup-
port himeelf in n crisis by faith In himself,
faith in his product ond, above nll, faith in
the  eountry In Aprtl, 1910, he had
$20,000,000 In engh to meet obligntions
totallog 838,000,000, and only five months
in which to make up the difference, It I
charneteristic of Henry that he charged him-
solf Inexorably with 87,000,000 required to
pay the usual bonns to b= men and that he
coolly wet down that sum in the aggrogate
of bis immedinte linbilities. Then lie made
a survey to lenrn how much of the mnterinl
on hand could be turned into dollars in the
shortest possihle space of time,

Again an Inspiratlon struck him,  He
reduesd the retall price of his enars and he
gold his ontput for less than the cost of
manufacture, Was that n great sacrifice?
l.et us see. Ry being the first big manu-
facturer of a urcful and necded articla to
slnsh prices to the bone, Mr. Ford agaln
got in on the ground floor. Agnin he was
the carly bird, Ile was carricd nobly along
on the very peak of the wave of new huving
which bhe had done most to ereate. Othera
followed on a slavking tide, Henry wae up
abead, in comfortable water, riding swiftly
forwanrd He degerved to be there,  There
ean ba no denying that, for he hnd neted
with courage,

Conventionn!-minded bankers, who saw n
man in need of ready money selling his pos-
wessions for less than he could have gor by
holding on, said not ungaturally that that
man was eruzy, But Henry was far from
crazy. Huoaving broken the spell aud started
Ford vors rolling outward, he set nbout
without the loss of a minute to make every
possible dollar out of these cars by new
evonomles of manufoacture,

There Lind been, he sald. o great increase
of laxity in his plant Thousands of war
jobs oned ornamental foremen were still heing
maintaiued, So clorks were offered jobs in
the shops, every nunce of human energy rx-
pended  was made to 1'1!'!"!':*? womething
murketable.

Lady Relative by Marriage of a Mid-
dle Western Town Takes a Dare

and Makes the Wicked
Weary

DO not kidow If it Is a point of honor
vowadays with children, but when I was
n child to necept a dare wos n foregone
conelusion,

Whether it wae to jump from the highest
hay loft or walk on the outside gutter of
the mansard roof, or go up to a perfect
stranger with your hat out as thoug beg-
ging alme, yours *‘but to do and die'’ if yon
were dored, was nmused the other day
to hear how a friend of mine out in a Mid-
dle West city had risen to a dare, Her attl-
tude toward the town and toward opposi-
tion would make the *‘low-spirited Lady of
Main Street’ sit up, take notice and mend
her complaining, ineffective ways, I belleve,

At nll events, the way my friend went at
her job and accepted the challenge of op-
position shows she ls a real American, and
her town, belng a real one somewhere west
of the Mlsulaslppl. Ithew her for her spunk
nnd “goes to 1t' with her, even though she
Is an Ensterner and only connected with it
by marringe.

HE challenge wns over the holding of n

carnival. Now it seoms that what the
Chautanqua is to the High Drows of the
Middle West, carnivals are to the Low Lives
~—a sovree of income, a source of inspira-
tion, The ingpiration that comes from a car-
nival is for duncing, ganbling, drinking and
“queered shows'' that are immune {rnm po-
lice raids by gome one being fixed higher up.
Carnivals seem to have wmost of the ob-
fectional feafures of county fairs without
the gaod ngrienltural competition, There nre
rﬂtuﬁ\ vompanies which put them on the
rond, arrange thelr nppearances and exits,
and guarantes their “‘pep.'" They are gen-
erally Introduced into a particular town by
some loenl organization in need of funds,
The organization nominally holds the ear-
nival and pockets about £100) withont fur-
ther trouble to itself beyond n gencrous
publicity under its name.

N THE town of my friend’s adoption

there is n lnw on its =tatute books mnking
the ho'ding of a earnival without the consent
of the Town Council g finable offense. 1t
nleo happens that from her experionce with
the flotsam and jetsam cast up in the wahe
of past carntvals my friend had come to the
rontlusion that the evil that the hordes of
unscerupulous  strangers wronght by their
week's stay during a enrpival could not he
estimated In dollars or centz and certainly
not rectified by any punishment the law
could devise. 8o she was agninst carnivals
with all her mind, and did not care who
knew it,

As she iy n very well-known person in
that town, very few of Its lending citlzens
were unaware of her stand,

It 8o happened that for last Fourth of
July the women of the Civie Club had under-
inken wome sort of celebration (o welcoms
the new eitlzens with appropriate cevetnonles
into their Amerlean citizgenship. It also
happened that part of the ceremony of
welcome wus to be g parvade in which the
wie veterans, voung and old, from the Civil
War down, were to muarchi, These military
Lierves are known fami'iariy in the town
as the vets, " nud their elubs as the “Vets'
Clob. ™" With these fow facts In tind, my
friend’'s recital of the challenge and of her
aceeptance of it, T shnll now give ax she
rotailed it withont further explanation,

On Bible Teaching

HAT the Bible is becoming more

more a foctor and an nlmost  dally
greater lofluence in the lives of the people
of the Unlted States, despite the generallys
prevalling pessimism, i the opinton of the
Rev. Flogd W, Towkins, rector of Holy
Trinity Cluireh,

“This desirable  condition of affairs,””
said Dr, Tonikins, “ix dur n o great measin
ta the largely sugmented fonerease o the
study of the Bible, evidences of which we
e on every haud,

Many Bible Classes
It ke o cause for the utinost satlsfnction

that Biuie study is being held in so many
places and that the study Is belng conducted
with every evidence of sincerity., One Bibls
stitdy conference ulone, the one which has
been  held at Perkasie for twenty-fous
vears, hnw, in that tlme, conferred certifi-
cades upon 1000 graduntes,

“This proves two things: Flrst, the
great ioterest which is now and has for u
number of years past been tnken In a con-
scientious study of the Seriptures by men
umdd women, and portieularly by young men
atd young women; and, second, that this
